2. Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product. See MPEP § 806.05(h). In the instant case the apparatus can be 
used for practicing numerous different ways. Apparatus claims refer to game 
spaces and game areas that are common to numerous game boards in the art 
area.

Krane teaches a game board with a first play area (circular path) and a second play 
area (square path) having game spaces of different types interspersed and having 
areas in different proportions. Game spaces in colors correspond to different categories 
of personal behaviors (4:12-16). Krane also teaches game tokens (Fig.2).
